and o ther cho ice po rtio ns until 
such time as the retail market as­ 
sumes a mo re reaso nable aspect, 
say s the Chicago Chro nicle. 
The 
av erage ho usekeeper o bjects lo pay - 
>4ing fro m 20 to 22 cents a po und 
lo r meat, which, acco rding to co m­ 
mo n rumo r, is no t o f the prime 
class, and which in o rdinary times 
co uld no t bring mo re than 16 cents 
a po und. 
The co nditio ns w'hich 
resulted y esterday were no t calcu- 
ted to help matters to any material 
degree. 
The price o f cho ice Sho rtho rn 
steers went up as high as $6 .6 0 per 


i<X) po unds, the shipment o f two 
carlo ads co ming fro m Irwin, la ., 
and the raiser declaring that the 
lo t co nsisted o f “ tail enders.” 
J ust what percentage o f these 
will be o ffered fo r sale o n the Chi­ 
cago market is so mewhat do ubt­ 
ful, altho ugh the indicatio ns po int 
to a slim demand lo cally , while the 
ex po rters keep up their warfare 
and succeed in to pping the figures 
'^ f August, 18 9 8 . 
Last y ear fo r 
thé co rrespo nding week in August 
the ex po rts amo unted to 57 0, while 
Ihe shipments fo r last week reached 
îj.,9 34 head. 
The ex po rt tendency o f the mar­ 
ket pro v es bey o nd do ubt that the 
war against Australian beef abro ad 
is still being waged by the sto ck 
y ards magnates and will co ntinue 
in all pro bability far 
into the 
winter. 
The price o f $6 .50 and $6 .6 0 fo r 
the sho rtho rn article o ffered y es­ 
terday is no t o nly the highest o f 
the present seaso n, 
but the -to p 
figure reached in mo re than ten 
y ears. 
The bulk o f 
sales were 
made at fro m $5 .7 5 @6 .i5 per 100 
po unds, which in itself is co nsid­ 
ered high by who lesalers and re­ 
tailers alike. 
In the meantime the 
retailer co ntinues to lo o k after him­ 
self and insists upo n to p prices fo r 
meats, which under o rdinary co n­ 
ditio ns he wo uld be satisfied to dis­ 
clo se o f at figures far lo wer than 
tho se no w being quo ted. 
Of the fo ur lo ads o f cho ice steers 
receiv ed in the co urse o f the day 
two were so ld fo r $6 .50 and the 
remainder fo r $6 .6 0.

mix ture is spray ed 
upo n bricks o r iro n sheets, heated 
to a temperature sufficiently high 
to pro duce rapid ev apo ratio n.

claimed 
that 
insects 
and 
parasites 
are 
abso lutely 
de­ 
stro y ed 
by 
this pro cess. 
It is 
said, 
furthermo re, 
that 
the 
preparatio n is mo st efficacio us fo r 
the destructio n o f all insects o n 
cattle, as well as being a prev ent­ 
iv e o f all manner o f parasitic at­ 
tacks. Fo r these purpo ses the juice 
is mix ed in the pro po rtio n o f o ne 
part to twenty o f water. 
It is rec­ 
o mmended that the lo tio n be no t 
used as a general bath, but ap­ 
plied gradually o n limited sur­ 
faces. 
It sho uld no t be bro ught 
in co ntact with so res o r ero sio ns o f 
any kind.

Company to Connect New York 
and Washington

The Pennsy lv ania Railway Co.’s 
project to construct a trolley car 
line from N ew York to Washing­ 
ton has been outlined.

“ The

H u t c h i n s o n , Kas., Aug. 2 
Two negroes, Parker Hatch and 
“ Bum” Hatch, opened fire last 
ev ening on a house here which had 
belonged to 
their 
mother, 
but 
which had just been taken by a 
mortgagee. 
The negroes hadWinchesters and 
soon had possession of the house.

A d j. Gen. Bell came to the city 


yesterday, 
says 
the 
St.

that he would remain here until 


the First regiment of the National 


guard had been equipped with or­ 


dinance and quartermaster’s stores. 


T h e requisitions, he said, were sent 


in for the equipment last Saturday 


and he expected the stores to be 


shipped in a few days. 
The stores 


lid d ed for the First regiment 
will 


be sent direct to St. Louis, and the 


other equipment to Jefferson City. 


Gen. Bell will receive the arms and 


clothing here and issue them to the 


regiment at once. 
“ A s soon as the arms and cloth­ 


ing arrive, ” said Gen. Bell, “ the 


regiments will be 
equipped one 


after 
the 
other 
in 
the 
order 


in 
which 
they 
are 
numbered. 


T h e Second and Fourth regiments 


will have only one battalion each, 


and in the Third regiment there 


will be only six companies 
The 
regiments have all been inspected 
by Gen. Clark, but the report has 
not been made public and will not 
be until the arms 
are here and 
everything is ready for placing the 
regiments in shape for work. 
--i#The arms issued at first will be 
S^jringfield rifles, and the national 
guard will have to be content with 
these until the first of next year, 
when we hope to have the maga­ 
zine rifle. 
The lack of magazine 
rifles w^l not interfere with the 
work, as the drilling can be done 
with the Springfield just as well. 
There are ample funds on hand, as 
the allowance of $35, ocx) due from 
the 
general government has not 
been touched. 
O f course, all this 
money has to be taken in the way 
of supplies. 
None of it comes in 
cash. 
The 
only money the 
na­ 
tional guard has is the $20, 000 ap­ 
propriation by the last legislature, 
and this must last two years.” 
There are 1 6 be only eight com­ 
panies in the new First regiment, 
and as there were 
twelve in 
it 
when it was mustered out of the 
volunteer service, some companies 
must go. 
It is generally believed 
that the inspection and muster by 
G ^ . Clark^ will 
determine that, 
and therefore his report is awaited 
with great interest. 
The indica­ 
tions are that the organization will 
remain the same, so far as the head­ 
quarters are concerned. 
Th e battery will be issued what 
supplies it has asked for, 
but its 
demand 
will 
be 
comparatively 
small, as it will want only cloth­ 
ing. 
It has the guns now that it 
had before it went into the volun­ 
teer service. 


The 
So-Called 
High Explosives 
Safer 


Than Gunpowder. 


In 1891 the report was issued of the 
^ royal commission on explosives from 
fcoal dust in mines, and the conclu­ 
sions contained therein promised, if 
adopted, to place the coal miner un­ 
der much less risk. 
As was shown 
early in the same year by Mr. IJonry 
H all, o .ie of her majesty’s inspectors 
of mines, coal dust is frequently the 
cause of disastrous explosions. 
The 
experiments upon which ]\lr. H a ll 
based his valuable conclusions 
re­ 
lated to the causes whicli lead to the 
ignition of the finely suspended coal 
dust in the air of coal mines. The use 
of gunpowder for blasting or opening 
purposes 
was 
sub^ecpiently 
con­ 
demned, as the flame of a ^‘blowing 
out” guiqiowder shot instantly 
ig­ 
nites iLre-damp, or a coal chist laden 
air, the latter giving a very violent 
result or explosion. 
On the other 
liaiid, the so-called liigli explosives 
were shown to be incapable of ignit­ 
ing or exploding coal dust. The abo­ 
lition of gunpowder, therefore, for 
blasting purposes in coal mines was 
recommended in favor of the adop­ 
tion of certain liigh explosives. This 
conclusion led to an exjilosivcs orilcr 
being issued which came into effect 
nearly two \ears ago. W riting to the 
liome secret a ry, Mr. H all now says 
in his report for the year 1898 that 
“ it has jiroved a success beyond all 
expectation, and you, sir, are to be 
congratulated on 
having 
initiated 
the legislation which has 
achieved 
such glorious results. 
The di'aths 
from ex])losions of gas ami dust for 
the last two years are a record; tlie 
two years togeilier have only killed 4() 
])ersons. a iigure less than that record­ 
ed for any single jirevious year. The 
most favorable year was 1 8 8 S, when 
•19 persons were killed, and, taking 
any two previous consecative years, 
the liest w(‘re 1891 and 1S9‘^, when 
IT l lives were lost, as against 4() for 
189T and 1898; thus, we liavea]>par- 
(‘iitly attained that which in the past 
has set mining skill and c-nre at de- 
liance." 
It is remark(*d. further, that 
” no doubt there will still he peo[)le 
who will prove impervious to t he logic 
of these fails, ami they w iin d l us it 
is a mere coifK'idenee, and 
^ho^lld 
this wiimunity izoiitinue for tlie nexi

The gold fields of the Klondike or 
Troaiidik district, as oUlciidly desig­ 
nated, lie along or immediaiely about 
the waters, whether direct or trihu- 
tarv, of tlie Klondike, an easiern ai- 
iliient of the Yukon, whicii discharges 
into the ‘’father of northern waters 
at the site of Dawson. 4 he Klondike 
itself, whose upper waters an» as yet 
only ituperfectly known, seemingly 
carries hut little gold, the main «pian- 
tity of the precious metal and that 
which has made tlie region famous be­ 
ing contributed by one of its southern 
arms, tlie Bonanza, and by a tribu­ 
tary of this, the Eldorado. 
Hunker 
creek, draining a mountainous dis­ 
trict several miles to the eastward of 
tlie Bonanza, and like it a southern 
aiilucnt of the Klondike, finds ]*rom- 
ise of a wealth but little if at al! in­ 
ferior to that of the Bonanza. 
In a 
broader or more popular sense the 
Klondike region not only emhraces 
the special district so designated in 
the books of the gold commissioner, 
but also the entire tract which lieads 
up to the sources of the streams that 
liave before been 
mentioned, 
and 
thereby, with (¿uartz, Sulphur and 
Dominion creeks as tributaries cf In ­ 
dian river, takes in the greater por­ 
tion of the Indian river mining dis­ 
trict, and with Baker, Beindecr and 
other creeks on the west, the otiicial 
districts indicated by these names as 
well. 
W ith this limitation the region 
roughly defines an area about 40 miles 


square, whose northern boundary lies 
somewhat to the north of the sixt\’-

member that the value of any position 
is not to be measured simply by the 
pay that goes with it, but by its op­ 
portunities for advancement, and by 
the chance that it may directly or in­ 
directly bring the one who holds it 
into relation with larger and better
